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RUDYARD KIPLING 
SPOKE IN WINNIPEG 


Before the Canadian Club—Recalls 
the Pioneering Days—Is on 
His Way West. 


Winnipeg, October 2. — Rudyard 
Kipling arrived in, the city this morn- 
ing on the Imperial Limited and was 
met at the station by a distinguished 
party, including Wm. Whyte and G. 
J. Bury, of the C.P.R.; Hon. Colin 
Campbell, representing the Manitoba 
government; President Crow and Lee 
Mitchell, of the Oanadian Club; 
“Ralph Connor’ and Cy Warman. 
He is being entertained at a luncheon 
by the Manitoba Club and at a ban- 
quet tonight by the Canadian Club, 
when the distinguished visitor will 
deliver an address. He continues 
west tonight. 

Through the efforts of Secretary 
Mitchell, Mr. Kipling was induced to 
speak at the Canndian Club this 
evening. As this is the first place at 
which Mr. Kipling bas spoken at 
length during his present visit to 
Canada, Winnipeg was honored and 
the attendance of members was 
without doubt the largest ever held 
at the club. G. Crowe, president of 


the club, in proposing the toast of 
the King. said there was no more 
honored household word in Canada 


today than that of Kipling, and that 
he was famous, if for no other rea- 
son, through the creation of the 
famous and immortal ‘“Recessional.”’ 
Introduced by Ralph Connor. 

Rev. C. W. Gordon, otherwise 
known as “Ralph Connor,” introdue- 
ing the guest, said that Mr. Kipling’s 

rse had struck the Imperial note, 
but there was a still higher note in 
his writings.and that was his fidelity 
to conviction. 

Mr. Kipling, on rising, received a 
tremendous ovation. He said in 
part: “I am only a dealer in words 
and you can searcely wonder that I 
ean find no words to thank you for 
the honor you have done me. 1 have 
done my best for about twenty years 
to keep all the men of the sister na- 
tions within the empire interested in 
each other, because i Rnow that at 
heart «iT men are created much alike. 
They have the same problems and 
aspirations and have only each other 
to depend upon. If through any 
good fortune any work of mine has 
helped to keep the boys throughout 
the world a little more interested in 
each other, then great is my reward. 
Fifteen years ago. I was in Winni- 
peg and at that time the city was 
seriously considering the wherewithal 
it should be paved. ‘Today I find 
Winnipeg a metropolis and I drove 
this morning over twenty miles of 
asphalt to look at Some small part of 
your marvellous city. The visions 
that your old men saw fifteen years 
ago are translated today into stone, 
brick and concrete and there is evi- 
denee of room today for vaster and 
more far-reaching imaginations. 

To the Pioneers of the West. 

But thé inere building up of the 
streets of the town do not tell the 
story to the outsider of bitter sacri- 
fices of the men who have gone be- 
fore. No man who has been present 
as I have been present at the build- 
ing up of a new city can fail to hear 
that story cried aloud as it were, by 
every block, store and residence that 
he passes, Therefore, my heart goes 
out to the city of your love and your 
pride, because I know of the sacri- 
fices that have gone to the upbuilding 
of it and that will continue to that 
upbuilding, but I have also realized 
the spirit here of an assured national- 
hood, the spirit of a people not con- 
tented to be merely the imitators of 
other people but contented to be 
merely the imitators of other people 
but contented to be themselves. 
That spirit of course existed fifteen 
years ago, when it was then a little 
doubting. 

“But thank God I find on echo of 
that hére today. With the national 


spirit that I see here today the 
meanest collection of packing cases 
that was ever tack-hammered _ to- 


gether on the prairie, can dominate a 
continent, You are fortunate be- 
yond most other communities, 
Your own labor has given you mater- 
ial prosperity—in overwhelming abun- 
dance, but the gods have not denied 
to you the light that shows the true 
use of material prosperity. One is 
forced back to the old words that 
you stand on the threshold of an un- 
believable future. No man can fore- 
see or set the limits of your destiny, 
But any man, even I, has the right 
to remind you that ‘to whom much 
has been given, from them much shall 
ba required,’ ”

It was from Berkeley he disappeared 
a week ago, leaving his baggage in his 
rooms and his things in such a condi- 
tion as to indicate that he expected to 
return, This did not greatly worry his 
relatives, for he is somewhat easy going 
and might have remained away for a 
week motoring, a sport of which he is 
very fond. 

Letter received by his brother, how- 
ever, dated at Berkeley hotel, Friday, 
Sept, 20th, put a more serious face on 
affairs, Donald Ross says he proposed 
on the next day to sell his stock in the 
Kimberley diamond mines to the amount 
of $250,000 and to sail for Canada, leav- 
ing Sept. 25th.

TELEGRAPH RATES DOUBLED. 


Newspapers Must Hand Out Large 
Sums for News Over C, P, R 


Winnipeg, Oct. 2—The C, P. R. 
Telegraph company has increased 
their rates at a moment's notice. The 


new schedule increases the day rate 
from Western Ontario 100 per cent., 
increases the day rate from Alberta

The Free Press today published a 
strongly condemnatory editorial, es- 
pecially condemning the fact that the 
rates were made retro-active, It says 
in part; ‘“‘It is not very long since 
the C, P. R. Telegraph company can- 
celled a press rate from Toronto to 
Winnipeg which had been in exist- 
ence for over a dozen years. The new 
schedule increased the night press 
rate 66 per cent,, and the day rate 
233 per cent,, only 233 per cent, In 
this case the C. P. R. Telegraph com- 
pany did not make the new rate im- 
mediately effective as in the present

ease. They made it retroactive, They 
dated it back. The imperial ukase, 
mandate, reseript, or whatever you 


-hoose to call it, instrueted the news- 
papers that they would be called upon 
to pay this additional 66 per cent.

Ottawa, Oct, 2—It will be an “eye- 
opener” to many tiroughout the 
Northwest and British Columbia to 
learn that the Japs are not only going 
to work in Canada, but many are be- 
coming Canadian citizens, it is sur- 
prising to be told by the official sta- 
tistics on file at the state department 
that no fewer thah 206 Japs were nat- 
uralized as Canadian citizens during 
the year between July 1, 1906, and 
July 1, 1907. There has been hereto- 
fore no indications that the Japs were 
inclined to take up Canadian citizen- 
ship, 

Consul Nosse to Explain. 

Mr. Nosse, the Japanese consul gen- 
eral, who is likely to sail for Japan 
from Vancouver on the 20th inst., said 


today; “I have been granted six 
months’ leave of absence to visit 
Japan and it will be my first visit 


back to that country since I came to 
Canada, six years ago.” 

He will lay the full facts re the Pa. 
cific coast troubles before the Japan- 
government. He will also enter 
into details regarding the Canadian- 
Japanese trade which is growing 
quickly, and is now greater than ever 
before.

Assistant Freight Traffic Manager 
Peters to Discuss Question 
in the West 


Vancouver, B, C., Oct. 2.—The const 
will in all probability be granted by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway sub- 
stantial concessions in the matter of 
freight rates eastward into fe ter- 
ritory ‘ributary to Lethbridge, Calgary 
and Edmonton. 

While no official statement to this 
effect could be secured today from F, 
Ki. Peters, assistant freight traffic 
manager of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, who arrived from Winnipeg thia 
morning, the fact that tomorrow morn- 
ing he will meet the freight rates 
committee of the board of trade to dis- 


cuss this question indicates that re- 
ductions in present rates are prob- 
able, 

“Pending my meeting with the 
board of trade I cannot make any 


statement officially in regard to this 
fitatter,” Mr. Peters. ‘Il will 
have a conference with the board to- 
morrow morning and I have no doubt 
that arrangements satisfactory to ail 
concerned will. be made,” 

Recognizes Vancouver's Claim, 


“We do not wish to ignore the 
claims of Vancouver on this question 
of rates eastward; we cannot afford 
to do so as Vancouver is a most im- 
portant traffic point, and the company 
has never had apy desire to ignore the 
claims of the coast merchants. Some 
time ago the board of trade took be- 
fore the railway commission a com- 
plaint that the Canadian Pacific rail- 
Way was discriminating against Van- 
couver, and in favor of Winnipeg on 
these rates, and while the matter was 
subjudice the company could do no- 
thing but sit back and await the 
judgment of the board. That judg- 
ment has been given and the position 
of the compnay sustained in that it 
was held that we had a right to high- 
er rates for hauling through the 
mountains than for hauling on the 
prairie country. While the judgment 
has been given no order has been 
made, However, the company wishes 
to do everything possible to meet the 
claims of the coast merchants, and 
I believe that the confererice tomor- 
row will have stiasfactory results, 

No Advance on Lumber.

“While the lumber market in the 
Northwest is slack at present, I an- 
ticipate that the demand will increase 
shortly, The slackness in demand has 
been due to the fact that the people in 
the Northwest have been waiting to 
see how the crops turned out, Now 
that the crop situation is fairly cle + 
I believe that orders for British Col- 
umbia lumber will be more plentiful, 

“The wheat crops in Manitoba and 
the new provinces, while they will not 
be as bountiful as ldst year, are good, 
and what the farmer loses in the mat- 
ter of quantity he will make up in in- 
creased price, In Alberta where snow 
fell the grain has by no means been 
1 loss, and now the wheat, which was 
beaten down close to the ground, is 
being successfully cut by means of 
a mechanical device on the harvest- 
ers which raises it up for the cutting. 

Equipped to Handle Grain. 

“Although the real movement of 
grain to Fort William has not yet 
started owing to the general lateness 
of the harvest, the C, P, R. is this 
year in « position to handle the crops 
most expeditiously. We have more 
power and more rolling stock, and two 
hundred miles out of the four hun- 
dred and twenty odd miles of road be- 
tween Fort William and Winnipeg 
is now double-tracked, an advantage 
which will greatly facilitate the move- 
ment of grain, 

“There is some of last year’s wheat 
still at Fort William, It was held 
there by farmers and buyers while the 
market was rising, but it is now be- 
ginning to move at the higher prices 
of the present mraket, 

“No, there will be no shortage of 
;coal in the Northwest during the 
coming winter, for the reason that the 
inconveniences suffered last year 
showed the people what they might 
xpect during a severe winter. Laat 
winter was one of the coldest ever ex- 
perienced, and the people were caught 
junprepared. This year they are tak- 
ing no chances, and the whole eoun- 
try is well stocked with fuel, but of 
course, no one expects the winter will 
be severe.”

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C.P.R’S REVENUE 


Annual Meeting of this Great Cor- 
poration—-Twelfth of Population 
of Canada Employed by 
Company. 


At the annual meeting of the share- 
holders of the C.P.R. today the report 
of the directors was unanimously 
adopted. Sir Wm, C. Van Horne, 
KE. B. Osler, K.C.B.,. R. B. Angus and 
Hon. L. J. Forget were re-elected 
directors, A resolution was passed 
authorizing the lease of the St. Mary’s 
and Western Ontafio R.R. issue of 
four per cent. debentures was author- 
ized for the following purposes: For 
the acquisition of the bonds of the 
Northern Colonization Railway, 34 
miles, not exceeding $20,000 per mile; 


for additional issue of the Sudbury 
branch, not exceeding $10,000 — per 
mile of the 226 miles; for two lake 
steamers one hundred and eighty 


thousand pounds sterling, and one 
Pacific coast steamer one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand pounds sterling; 
for Regina-Saskatoon branch, 165 
miles and for extension Moose Jaw 
branch, 100 miles, at four thousand 
pounds sterling per mile. 
New Pacific Stoamers. 

The board was authorized to ar- 
range for the construction or requisi- 
tion of two additional steamships fot 


the Pacifie coast, or to build one 
larger and faster boat for the At- 
lantic service, transferring the Em- 


presses of Britain and Ireland to the 
Pacific and to incur the necessary 
capital expenditure therefor 

In moving the adoption of the re- 
port, the president said: ‘‘The twenty- 
sixth annual report of the company, 
which I have the honor on behalf of 
the directors to submit for your ap- 


proval, shows an increase in yout 
gross revenue from traffic of more 
than seve million dollars for the 


year, but the effect of an unusually 
severe winter and of the enhanced 
cost of labor and material is shown in 
the increased ratio of the working ex- 
penses to income. 
Improving Existing Lines. 

“You will have noticed by the 
statements included in the report that 
the works of improvement on differ- 
ent sections of your system, necessary 
to facilitate the handling of your 
traffic, have been vigorously — prose- 
cuted and the orders for additional 
cats and locomotives were large. I 
may add that since the beginning of 


the fiscal year this has been the 
policy of your directors with refer- 
ence to these matters. Indeed, un- 


less the business of the country has a 
serious and prolonged setback, and 
there are no present grounds for such 
an apprehension, circumstances will 
make it necessary to continue thes¢ 
expenditures year by year, but it 
may be on a somewhat reduced scale 

“To provide the requisite means, 
your directors will, at a future date, 
ask you to sanction the issue of the 
balance of the ordinary share capital 
as and when required, but there are 
sufficient funds in hand to meet all 
immediate requirements, 

Shrinkage Placed at 25 Per Cent. 

“In Ontario, although the yield of 
wheat was satisfactory, the season 
has not been an auspicious one for 
other crops, and in Western Canda 
where you are more largely interest- 
ed, the very backward spring has re- 
sulted in a shrinkage of probably 25 
per cent. in the quantity of market- 
able wheat as compared with last 
autumn. 

“There will, however, be a very 
conservative increase in the quantity 
of oats and other grains, so that with 
the higher price of wheat, the far- 
mers of Western Canada will receive 
in the aggregate quite as much for 
their product as they did last year, 

“Because of the late harvest and 
the consequent delay to movement of 
grain, we carried to the: ports of Lake 
Superior during the month of Sep- 
tember only 1,381 carloads, as against 
4,898 carloads in September, 1906, but 
notwithstanding this large falling 
off in that particular class of traffic 
you comparative weekly earnings have 
thus far shown no diminution, and 
we expect an extraordinary rush of 
grain to the head of Lake Superior 
before the close of navigation. 

Can’t Estimate Land Assets. 

“While the comments on this report 
by the financial papers are generally 
complimentary, my attention has been 
called to one or two articles, in which 
it is suggested that the directors 
should bring before the shareholders 
the tangible value of the company’s 
land assets. It is not easy to do 
this with any degtee of accuracy, but 
it may be fairly assumed that in the 
case’ of- your agricultural lands, as 
sales are made and the area decreases, 
the value of the remaining lands will 
be enhanced and as a consequence 
the 8,900,000 acres of the original 
grant still unsold will yield on the 
average a price per acre considerably | 
higher than has heretofore been re- 
alized without in any manner ob- 
structing settlement or depriving your 
company of the traffic advantages de- 
rived from the population of lands 
tributary to your lines. 

“Your lands in British Columbia 
are of a different character, their 
main value being in the standing tun- 
ber and the possibility of large coal 
deposits, although there are some 
valleys suitable for cultivation, Dur- 
ing the last couple of years a con- 
siderable demand has sprung up fot 
these lands and the timber, and ulti- 


mately they will yield a handsome 
return, By the end of the present 
season 61,000 miles of canal and 


ditches will have been completed in 
the western section of the irrigation 
block, sufficient to give water to ap- 
proximately 210,000 acres out of a 
total of 250,000 acres to be served in 
that section, and the ultimate cost of 
this work, which should be finished 
next year, will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $6.50 per acre, including the 


expenditure on the main canal 
which will be available for the cen- 
tral and eastern sections as well 


While this expenditure gives a largely 
increased value to the irrigated lands 
themselves, the adjoining areas,

HEARST PARTY 
IS NOW AFLOAT 


Independence League Launched in 
States as Candidate for 
National Favor. 


New York, October 1.—Willam R 
Hearst launched his Independence 
league as a national party this after- 


noon at a meeting attended by 200 
representatives of the league from 
thirty states. ‘The aims of the new 


party are declared by its promoters 
to be in opposition to both the Demo- 
eratic and Republican parties, who 
are declared to dominate by corporate 
interests. 

Preceding the business meeting, th: 
participants were given an informal 
reception by Mr, Fiearst at the Gil- 
sey House. The feature of the after- 
noon session was an address-by Mr, 
Hearst, who told of the success of the 
league in New York, Massachusetts 
and California, and urged the forma- 
tion of a minor league in every state 
and the union of all in a general body, 
The Republican and Democratic 
parties, he said, were hopelessly in 
the control of corporation interests 
They failed truly to represent the 
people and a third patty was sorely 
needed. 

Living in New York is more expen- 
sive this fall than ever before. The 
wholesale price of beef has been in- 
creased 1 cent a pound within the 
last week, and the increase to 
consumer has been double that 
amount.

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LAJOIE'S GREAT RECORD. 


Napoleon Lajoie, the “king of ball 
players,”’ was born at Weonsocket, RL, 
Sept, 5, 1875. His first professional en- 
Bagement was with Fall River, Mass., in 
1846, ‘I'his is his twelfth season as a 
professional ball player and he is doing 
better work right now than at anw time 
during his long career. 

Ie first started as a catcher ,but his 
terrific Latting made him more desirable 
so he was shifted to the outfield, where 
he made good from the start, Lajoie 
jdid stich good work in the New Eng- 
land league that he soon attracted the 
attention of Billy Nash, who managed 
the Philadelphia Nationals, and he sign- 
ed him to play with that club, He made 
his first appearance in the major league 
on Avg. 12, 1896, and he has been with 
the majors ever since, 

In 1901 he signed with Connie Mack 
who managed the Philadelphia Athletics 
That year he was the leading batsman 
of the country, The next year the su- 
preme court rendered a decision to the 
effect that the option clause of the Phil- 
adelphia Nationals was effective in the 
cases of Lajoie Bill Bernhard and Fra- 
zier, ko Lajoie and Bernhatd signed with 
Cleveland, As soon as Lajoie came to 
Cleveland the team turned from a tail- 
ender to a team that has-had a chance 
for the pennant every season since. 

When the two major leagues entered 
ints a peace pact in 1903 Lajoie returned 
to Connie Mack and thus escaped the 
contempt of court charge which hung 
over him when he joined the Cleveland 
club. 

There is only one ball player in the 
game who compares for an instant with 
the leader of the Naps, and he is Hans 
Wagner, the great shortstop of the Pitts- 
burg National league club, Partisans 
of each league ,of course, give the palm 
to their favorite, but it is admitted gen- 
erally that Lajoie is the greatest ball 
player of the age. 

Lajoie, in spite of the fact that he is 
the king of them all and stands in a 
class by himself, is a genial, unassum- 
ing man, Although he has-been given 
the extreme of praise by a hero worship- 
ping public for twelve years, he is still 
the plain, quiet man he always was, In 


fact, those who associated with him ear- 
ly in his career as a ball ‘player, assert 
that all athletic honors which have 


come to him, have tempered his dispos- 
ition rather than caused him to hold 
aloof from players and fans, 

Lajoie’s fielding is characterized by a 
grace and ease of movement possessed 
by no other player. Were he of the Wag 
ner type, » man who stabs at the easy 
ones and falls all over the hard ones, 
there is ro doubt of the verdict of the 
baseball loving public. But Larry does 
not do that, He makes the hard ones 
look easy and pulls off seemingly 1mpos- 
sible plays as though the ball were com- 
ing straight to him. In the St. Louis 
game recently he stabbed a nasty groun- 
der back of second base and got one of 
the fleetest men in the game to-day, yet 
he made the play look so easy that it 
passed almost unnoticed. 

In “batting he stands well back from 
the plate runs up on the ball and hits 
it a vicious blow. His reputation as a 
“slugger” is such that it is, well nigh 
impossible for him to get an*extra base 
hit except on a sharp line drive, because 
opposing fielders invariably hug the 
fence when ho is at bat. Larry is one 
of the greatest ‘‘place hitters’’ in the 
business and gets most of his singles 
by dumping the ball just*over the in- 
field where he sees an opening.
